The MME was first 
administered in 2007 to replace the Michigan Educational Assessment 
Program (MEAP). In 2007 the test was optional, but was required for 
the Class of 2008 and beyond to measure Adequate Yearly Progress as 
mandated by the No Child Left Behind Act. If students were proficient 
or advanced in all sections of the test, they were excused from exams 
senior year at PHHS as long as they maintained a "C" in each class. 
Colin Koester said, "The MME was tougher than the ACT!"

Swine Flu Outbreak Brings Healthy Habits

A cough here a sneeze there exposed classmates within a three 
foot radius to an entire legion of germs. The biggest concern for 
students and parents as the new school year began was the dreaded 
H1N1 virus. 

The H1N1 flu strain, or as some refer to it, “Swine Flu," 
attacked many weak immune systems this past year. The symptoms 
of Swine Flu were swift and brutal. Those who experienced the 
body aches, fatigue, high fever, coughing, and occasional vomiting or 
diarrhea do not look back on their illness fondly. Leah Fryer '12 
recalls her experience, “Usually I like being sick because I get to miss 
school, but this time it was different. I felt horrible and spent the 
entire week on my couch. I had no energy at all and I felt completely 
drained and weak." 

Principal Ms. Barrett sent numerous emails updating the staff on 
H1N1 symptoms, and the precautions that could be taken to stop 
the pesky germs from spreading. Students were urged to wash their 
hands frequently, stay at home if sick, and get vaccinated. According 
to news on television, Michigan ran low on vaccine, and distributed 
it only to those at high risk. “I got the nasal spray vaccine because 
diabetics, asthmatics, and people with poor health needed the 
limited supply of shots more than I did," says Kourtney Letzgus '12. 

After supplies of the vaccine were replenished, local pharmacies 
offered shots at their drug stores for 20-25 dollars. H1N1 wasn't 
the only virus students worried about. Strep throat and bronchitis 
were also rapidly spreading through the halls. Although less 
common, several cases of pneumonia, and even a case of scarlet 
fever were reported. Haley Werth 13 describes scarlet fever as, 
"horrible, painful, uncomfortable, and itchy." 

The issue of makeup work was very prominent for those who 
missed class due to their sickness. Kylie Dove '12 comments, “It was 
a big hassle getting back into the swing of things and catching up on 
all of my missing work." Teachers noticed a rise in absences for 
about two weeks during late October and early November. After 
the “outbreak" of Swine Flu died down, the amount of absences per 
semester returned to regular.

Redefined is the 105th volume of Port Huron High s yearbook. The 
Student. It was produced by the 30 students of the sixth hour class and a 
couple of after-school staffers of room 220. 

Five hundred fifty books were sold, each containing 208 pages of full color. 
All photos with the exception of sport team photos, the senior class photo 
and student mugs were taken by PH students with digital and film cameras. 

The cover is a three color silkscreen, with a silktouch black base, gloss 
black, red and white inks. It was designed by Travis McBride with the help of 
Herff Jones artist JB. Five staffers attended the Herff Jones Summer Workshop 
at Michigan State University over the summer, bringing home an Award of 
Excellence in Theme Development, and a Second Place Project Award. 

The fonts used were AHJ Cursive Hand, and the AHJ Chantilly font family. 

The book was printed by Herff Jones Yearbook Company in Edwardsville, 
Kansas using a Smyth Sewn binding. The trim size is 8 1/2 by 11, with 80 
pound paper stock. 

Herff Jones's eDesign program was used for the first time this year to 
make the book. It let the staff work on their pages anywhere in the world 
(even China!) via the Internet, freeing up more time on our five overloaded 
computers during deadline weeks. 

The Student is a member of the National Scholastic, American Scholastic 
and Michigan Interscholastic Press Associations. 

Last year's book, "A Matter of Perspective” was rated Gold by Michigan 
Interscholastic Press Association, and received a First Class Honor Rating from 
the National Scholastic Press Association. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Zauner has been the adviser of The Student for 25 years, 
with a total of 30 years of yearbook advising.
